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Beginning

September 15, 
1914, the courses for the training of 
teachers at the La Crosse state nor­ 
mal school will be modified to meet 
the recent requirements of the hoard 
of regents. 
The school has hereto­ 
fore offered two year courses for the 
training of teachers, divided into the 
two year Latin, German, French and 
English courses. Graduation from any 
one of these entitled the student to 
teach for life in Wisconsin and gave 
him also junior standing at the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin. To meet more 
adequately the needs of the schools 
of Wisconsin the school will now of­ 
fer courses designed to prepare the 
teacher for the particular grade in 
which she is best fitted to teach. The 
courses will be divided into two year 
and three 
year 
courses. Students 
now enrolled in the two year Latin, 
German, French and English courses 
will complete their work as hereto­ 
fore but new students will 
enter 
one of the new courses. 
The two year courses under the 
plan include courses for the prepara­ 
tion of principals of state 
graded 
schools. 
The 
three year normal 
course is designed to prepare stu­ 
dents to teach in high schools or to 
act as principal 
of a high school. It 
is expected that the high school w*il] 
prove especially attractive to young 
men. In all these courses, graduation 
from a four year high school is a re­ 
quisite. 
The office is busy answering in­ 
quiries about the new work, and 
from the size of the correspondence 
and the number of requests for a 
catalog, it is expected that the new 
courses w*ill prove very popular.

Some of them had to spend days and nights In 
the railroad stations before the tracks could be cleared for the passage of trains. Americans who were caught 
in Austria, Germany and Switzerland and who have succeeded in reaching London or some Italian towns re­ 
port the terrible hardships they had to endure before they could be out of the danger zone. Their traveler 
checks could not be cashed and extravagant prices were charged for the smallest services. They were arrest­ 
ed time and again by military authorities and in some instances had great dificulty establishing their identity 
as American citizens. 
Most of them are now safely on their way back home, hut there is quite a number of 
them marooned in Berlin from where the German authorities refuse to let them depart.
